gress will be called to meet in extraordinary ses- 
sion probably .

These new features were introduced in several in-

In Missouri, Wisconsin and 


Oregon a sort of conspiracy was formed to defeat 


Senators who were coming forward for reélection 
and were supposed to be sure of success under the

The man with the 
most leisure, the glibbest tongue and the largest 
purse is quite sure to win in politics under the di- 
rect primary system, judging by actual experience 
everywhere it has been tried. As to corruption, it 
is more easily carried on under the new system 
than under the old. This new device is the “ma- 


chine’s” own, and the best tool ever put in the hand 
of the political boss, the experienced campaigner, 
the rich bent on getting into office on pus bank 
account. 


There is no need of recourse in this statement to 
analytical trigonometry, occult science, or the 
dreams of the theorist with the bulging forehead. 
It is just the horse-sense rubbed into plain, prac- 


tical people in the school of experience. 


But Oregon is the State where the faddists have 
had the time of their lives. By the new device a 
Republican ‘Legislature, tariff protectionists, sound 
money men, followers of Lincoln and Roosevelt, 
upholders of Taft, have thought it ‘incumbent on 
them to elect to the United States Senate a free 
trader, free-silver Democrat, a folléwer of Jeffer- 
son Davis and an upholder of W. J. Bryan.

HE WORLD’S DEBT TO FRANCE. 
In sixteen years France has loaned to persons 
outside the country and to foreign governments a 
total sum of {£.16,000,000,000, or in our money 
$3,250,000,000. The average is something over 
$200,000,000 a year. Most of these loans have been 
made since business became more active the world 
over, between 1897 and 1907. The loans to Russia 
on account of the Japanese war were very heavy. 
During these sixteen years the exports of gold 
from France amounted to $521,500,000, while the 
imports of the most precious metal amounted to 
$1,301,200,000, showing an increase of real money 
equal to $779,700,000 net gain. 

The French figure that in sixteen years the dut- 
side world has paid their people something like 
$4,000,000,000, whereas the total production of gold 
of the world for tbe same years was not more than 
$4,625,000,000. 

Most of the new stock of gold, viz., $511,800,000, 
was coined into French money.
